The Sheriff wired that he had received 
a letter telling him that Dr. Horn had 
been killed in St. Louis and that all 
that remained of him was at the Port- 
land Hotel, WBighteenth and Market 
streets. 

Scenting a murder mystery, Chief 
Creecy sent two policemen there. All 
that remained of the doctor was lying 
there, @ut he was not dead. 

“T just did it for a joke,”” he said. “I 
had such a good time in St. Louis that 
it made me do funny things. I wrote 
the letter just ‘> scare up the folks 
at home.”’ 

Dr. Horn told the police that he had 
been robbed of $750 in a Market street 
saloon. They couldn’t verify this, but 
they learned that Dr. Horn had been 
pic up unconscious at Eighteenth 
street and Lucas avenue Friday and 
had been carried to the Portland Hotel 
and put to bed. 

The police suggest that perhaps he 
thought he was dead when he wrote 
the letter.

An attempt is to be made to show that 
James Hargis brought his son up in an 


atmosphere of conspiracy, violence and 
blootished, and laid the foundation 


for the fate which overtook him. 


" It is said that when Mrs. Louellen 
Hargis takes the stand she will spare 
neither living nor the dead, but will re- 
veal all she knows of the well-kept 
secrets of the feudists, and those who 
know her best say she can tell as much 
on that subject as James Hargis him- 
self could if he were alive. 

She will tell, it is said, of hired as- 
sassins who were harbored for days and 
weeks in her home in constant associa- 
tion with the boy, and that they were 
tacitly held up before him as models 
for him to emulate. She will tell of 
plottings against the lives of enemies of 
the Hargis clan, of which the grow- 
ing boy was cognizant, and which 
served to acquaint him familiarly with 
sudden death.. : 

Taught Son to Drink. 

She will charge her husband with 
having taught the boy to drink and 
shoot, and will _ fell how he strapped a 
big revolver on the boy and of having 
given him to understand that human 
life was cheap and to be taken lightly. 

She will then tell how Hargis, on 
such a foundation as this, abused and 
Leat the boy, and aroused in him a 
passion of resentment which culmi- 
nated in the killing of the father in the 
act of beating the boy. She is en- 
tirely willing to tell all that she knows 
of the secrets of the feudists and if she 
does not do so it will be because gb- 
jections limit the scope of her revela- 
tions. 

It is known that she can tell more 
than ever has been told about the mur- 
ders of Dr. B. D. Cox, James Cockerill 
and James B. Marcum. 

Curt Jett confessed to killing Cocker- 
ill and Marcum for James Hargis and 
was sentenced to the Penitentiary for 
life. Hargis was indicted for all the 
murders. He was tried on the Cocker- 
indictments and uac- 
quitted after two mistrials. 

Widow Got $8000 Damages. 

He obtained a change of venue on the 
Cox indictment to one of his strong- 
holds at Sandy Hook, in Elliott Coun- 
ty, and the Commonwealth gave up 
the fight and dismissed the case.

To Col. Alba Heywood, of] king of 
Jennings, La., and chief officer in an 
extensive enterprise near Brownsville, 
by whom Agar has been employed dur- 
ig the last two years, a confession was 
made of the whole affair. 

“Having become involved in debt by 
over speculation, I used the money of 
the bank in which I was interested at 
I’rinceton,” said Agar. ‘A turn in the. 
grain market left ‘me without means to 
replace the money and I knew that I 
would be accused as a defaulter. While 
‘the crash was still pending, but which 
I expected to come at any time, I was 
aboard one of my grain boats on the 
Wabash River. 

Blown Into River. 
“The river was running bank full and 


ithe wind was blowing a gale. I started 


to go from one end of ‘the boat to the 
other when in some way which I am 
unable to explain I was either knocked 
or blown into the water. It was dark 
at the time and I was quickly carried 
away by the strong current. I uttered 
one cry for help as I fell, but believing 
rescue was impossible, I had about given 
myself up for lost when I was carried 
in near the shore, which I ‘managed 
to reach after floating some distance 
down stream. 
“IT made my way to a houseboat, 
where I remained over night, and it was 
there I evolved the plan to go away. I 
knew the report would be circulated 
that I had been drowned and to leave 
for parts unknown seemed to be the 
easiest way out of my difficulty. I re- 
sclved to go to seme distant place and 
begin life anew. 
“The people on the houseboat were not 
aware of my identity, and permitted me 
to leave,.the boat without question. I 
made my way to Louisiana. Under the 
name of Ralph A. Connor I obtained 
employment with the Heywoods, and 
others in the oil fields at Jennings. I 
soon gained the confidence of my em- 
ployers, and when Col. Heywood came 
to Brownsville he brought me as his 
secretary.”’ 

Interested in a Bank. 
Agar enjoyed the complete confidence 
of his employer, and the respect of all 
who have known him. At the time of 
his arrest he’ was on the point of tak- 
ing active charge of a bank at San 
Benito, just established by Heywood. 
Agar was taken to San Benito yester- 
day under custody of the Texas Rang- 
ers, to permit him to arrange his busi- 
ness matters, 
Mr. Agar asked as to his persona} 
business affairs in Texas, but on this 
point he was reticent. It is. said that 
Agar brought a large sum of money 
with him, made heavy investments in 
land and was interested in other busi- 
ness enterprises. He has prospered and 
some of his investments are said to have 
more thah quadrupled ‘in value during 
the last 18 months. 

He is understood to be a partner in 
a real estate firm that transacted a big 
business. A few days ago a party of 
homeseekers and prospective investors 
from Indiana arrived at San Benito, 
among them a former State Senator 
who knew Agar when the latter was a 
member of the Legislature. He spoke 
to Agar, calling him by his right name. 
Agar assured the Indiana man that he 
was mistaken; that his name was Con- 
nor.

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ST. LOUIS’ MOST IMPORTANT TASE. 

Councilman Crunden’s remarks at the dinner of 
the Civic League on the inefficiency, the contra- 
dictions and the wrongs of municipal goyernment, 
in St Louis were well based. It is probable that 
an improvement in the character of the men who 
hold city offices would ameliorate conditions 
materially, but nothing less than a new charter 
can possibly cure some of the evils complained of. 

Under the existing system the city government 
is one of the rudest and crudest and clumsiest con- 
trivances on earth. There is too much of it. There 
is too minute a division of responsibility. Some 
men have too much power. Others do not have 
enough. Popular fear of officialism is expressed 
in many places, and yet in others we find bump- 
tious placeholders who do practically as they 
please. We have an incapable Municipal Assem- 
bly and yet if it were made up of scholars and 
statesmen it would still be incapable on account 
of its lack of power. A man in the Mayor’s 
office may do much by way of obstruction, but 
the greatest administrator in the land would ac- 
complish little there in the matter of constructive 
work. 

The present charter was long ago outgrown. 
It never was well adapted even to a small 
town. Ina great and growing city it is woe- 
fully out of keeping with the times and the 
conditions. To provide this city with a new 
and workable charter is the most pressing 
need of the day. It should be monumental 
in its simplicity. It should concentrate pow- 
er and responsibility in a few hands. There 
can be no real popular rule where responsi- 
bility cannot be fixed.

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THE INHIBITORY CENTERS. 

Prof. Muensterberg tells us that there are in the 
human brain certhin ganglia which he calls in- 
hibitory centers. The function of these minute 
bundles of nerves is to check a man and make 
him count a few when he is about to make a fool 
of himself. The learned man tells us further that 
the spry vigor of these inhibitory centers is always, 
impaired by alcohol, and, if enough of the stuff 
is swallowed they are completely paralyzed. 

The cause of temperance has thus scientific as 
well as moral support, and while common men 
may perhaps neglect the caution, because it is no 
great matter if they make fools of themselves, the 
case is quite otherwise with exalted persons and 
personages. The eyes of the city, of the State or 
province, of the nation, of the whole world, are 
upon such persons because they represent the vir- 
tue, wisdom and dignity of their several con- 
stituencies. Therefore they should not make fools 
of themselves, and they can save themselves from 
folly only by taking good care of their inhibitory 
centers.

“sworn off” and thus furnished a fine example for 
all kaisers, czars, kings, presidents, governors-— 
in fact, for all men who are personages. Alcohol 
paralyzes the inhibitory centers; therefore all per- 
sonages should be abstainers. 
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HATTIE WILLIAMS’ ASPIRATIONS. 

Miss Hattie Williams properly feels that dis- 
content with her,achievement which should pos- 
sess the soul of every worker in the arts. “I 
aspire to serious work rather than to musical 
comedy,” she told the Post-Dispatch the other 
day. “I want to do something more human and 
intelligent.” 

It is of promise for her future that Miss Wil- 
liams thus refuses to be satisfied with what she 
has already accomplished. But she must not fall 
into the error of scorning the task for which, 
perhaps, nature has best equipped her. Much 
that is human and intelligent can be put into 
musical comedy—and the more human and intel- 
ligent it is the better musical comedy it is. This 
truth is earnestly commended to Miss Williams’ 
attention. . 
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THE WAY OF A LAWYER. 

During the Hains trial now in progress in New 
York the attorney for the defendant has adopted a 
method of cross-examination which consists in 
asking the witness such questions as these: “Did 
you hear Thornton Hains say, ‘Il am as sorry for 
this as anyone.

X-RAY USES 


From the Medical Record. 
F INLEY R. COOK of New York 





shows that the cause of X-ray 

injuries is the fact that the rays 
Were applied constantly for a given 
period. By applying them intermittent- 
ly, or by flashes, as can now be done, 
the harmful effects can be done away 
with and protection for normal parts 
dispensed with. The rays have four 
effects: sedative, stimulant, irritant, and 
escharotic, according to the manner of 
application. By making and breaking 
the current it is possible to shorten 
the distance of the tube and increase 
the amperage. Regenerative action by 
the X-ray is possible by using flashes, 
and injuries received from too strong 
applications of the constant rays may 
be caused to regenerate by the use of 
flashes. In all caseg of useful action 
of X-rays this has been due to their 
general and local effect, improving gen- 
eral metabolism and favoring local re- 
generation. Sedation is obtained by mild 
continuous bombardment. Tension ts 
lowered and sleep indyced.
